June 22nd, 23rd, 1922 


The Twentieth Annual Convention of Psi Iota Xo was held in Muncie, 
Indiana, June 22nd, 23rd, 1922. 


The Convention opened Thursday morning with a business session at the 
Muncie Country Club. Meeting adjourned at noon and luncheon was served in 
the dining room of the club. Business was resumed for a short time in the 
afternoon. A banquet at the Roberts Hotel closed the first day’s activities. A 
third business session was held Friday morning at the home of Lucy Ball and 
following this, a luncheon at Brook View. The Convention ended Friday night 
with a dance at the Hotel Roberts. 


Business Session 


Thursday, June 22nd 


The meeting was called to order by the Grand President. The Lord’s Prayer 
was then repeated, followed by the roll-call. Each chapter responded with a report 
of work done throughout the year. The minutes of the Mid-Year were read and 
approved. The new contract with our official jeweler, Maxwell C. Lang, was read, 
discussed and approved. A representative of the firm talked for a few minutes 
and gave personal attention to the individual matters of the separate chapiers. 
The treasurer’s report, which showed a balance of $170.29 on hand. was read 
and approved. 


Afternoon Session 


Kaathryn Morrison gave a report of the Scholarship Fund which showed a 
balance on hand of $5,340.60. Miss Morrison also read some interesting letters 
from the mountain girls whom we have been educating. The results of this 
education have been very gratifying and it was decided at this time to give help 
to another deserving girl in place of one who no longer requires assistance. A 
report was given by.the committee appointed to find the best means of using 
our Scholarship Fund. Borea College and the Hindman Settlement School were 


consideration. It was decided to hold over the question of the Scholarship Fund 
until the. next session, Beatrice Crowe gave the Inspectress’ report. Out of 


was discussed and new towns were submitted for consideration. Permission was 
granted Rho chapter at Angola to hold the next annual Convention. 


Meeting adjourned.

Friday, June 23rd 


Meeting was called together by the Grand President. The sorority song was 
sung and the Lord’s Prayer repeated, A report of the nominating committee 
was made and accepted, New Grand Officers as follows:

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Mid-Year Convention Minutes 
Indianapolis, Indiana 


February 17th, 1923 


The Grand President, Susan Henninger, called a meeting of the Grand 
Officers, together with a delegate from each chapter, for a Mid-Year Convention. 
This was held at the Claypool Hotel, Indianapolis. Business session opened at 
ten thirty o’clock followed by luncheon at twelve thirty. 


The meeting was called to order by the Grand President. Roll was called 
by the Secretary, all chapters excepting Nu, Eaton, Ohio, responding. Minutes 
of June Convention were read and approved. Report of the Scholarship Com- 
mittee was given by Luella Morrison, who read a letter concerning the sorority 
work with mountain girls. It was decided the $5,000.00 should be turned over to 
the Riley Memorial Hospital Building Committee so that we might select our 
ward. Mildred Robinson Hogue, chairman of the Pledge Service Committee, 
submitted her report to the delegates. After discussion the report was accepted. 
Several chapter reports were given by the delegates—the others following during 
and after the luncheon. 


During luncheon Harriett Bowman Meeker talked to us concerning the Riley 
Hospital Linen Fund, asking that we take charge of the subscription drive in 
the cities where our chapters are established. A motion was made and carried 
that the President appoint a committee to confer with the Hospital Committee 
and then report to the various chapters. 


The chapter reports were concluded. It was decided to have copies of 
sorority song—words and music—printed and sent to all chapters. Methods of 
electing new members were discussed. A motion was made and carried that we 
not accept the petition of Springfield, Ohio. 


Meeting adjourned.

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The James Whitcomb Riley Memorial Hospital 


Before the end of 1923 the James Whitcomb Riley Hospital for Children 
will be a reality, due to the eenerosity and public spirit of Indiana men, women 
and children. The first unit of the hospital, which will be, when completed, 
probably the largest institution of its gind in the world, should be in operation 
before next January. Construction work on the first unit of the hospital, costing 
$500,000.00 is progressing rapidly. 


The Riley Memorial Association, which has the building program in charge, 
is anxious to complete as many units as possible at the very firs] opportunity. 
This is true for numerous reasons, chief among them being the fact that there 
are now more than 125 children badly in need of immediate medical attention 
on the waiting list of the Robert W. Long Hospital. They are asking for ad- 
mission to the orthopedic and pediatric wards of this state hospital and there 
are only twelve beds in these wards to accommodate nearly twelve times that 
number of patients. The truth of this situation is that many of these children 
will never reach the hospital. Time is insufficient and this will readily be seen 
when it is understood that the average case, such as those seeking admission to 
the Long Hospital children’s ward, consumes a period of several weeks in 
treatment. 


Contributions to the hospital are keeping pace with the building program, 
the total in pledges redeemed and unredeemed now being more than $800,000.00. 


Numerous organizations throughout the state are playing an important part 
in creating the Riley Hospital for Children. Among them are the Indiana State 
Teachers’ Association, Indiana Kiwanis Clubs, the Indiana State Dental Society, 
the State Librarians and the Pst Iota Xi. 


To date the Psi Iota Xi is maintaining leadership over other similar organiza- 
tions in the amount of money subscribed to the building fund of the hospital. 
The five thousand dollar contribution which was voted during the last annual 
meeting of the sorority tops all other similar contributions, although a number 
of other organizations are undertaking to raise memorial funds. 


It seems at this time that the Psi lota Xi will be the only sorority which 
will have reached a sum sufficient to secure the naming of a six bed ward in 
the first unit of the institution. Members of this sorority may remember that 
they are providing accommodations in the equipment of this ward for several 
hundred children each year. This +s a work which is appreciated by those who 
are in touch with the need for a specialized children’s hospital and of which 


the members of the sorority may be justly proud. 


The Riley Memorial Association has been deeply grateful to the membership 
of the Psi Iota Xi, not only for their generosity but because this organization 
was largely responsible for the starting of the practice of raising memorial funds 
by many other organizations. The Psi Iota Xi was one o the pioneer organiza- 
tions to make a substantial contribution and its action set an example for 
numerous others. This example has resulted in the raising of large sums of 


money. 


The Riley Memorial Association desires to take this opportunity to express 
to the sorority membership, in behalf of financially helpless crippled children of 
the state, deep gratitude for the work done in behalf of the hospital by the 
members of this sorority.

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Alpha Chapter Letter 


Alpha chapter thoroughly enjoyed entertaining the June, 1922, convention, 
celebrating as it did the twenty-fifth year of Psi Iota Xi. We enjoyed getting 
acquainted with the delegates and only wish every member of Psi Iota Xi could 
have been with us. 


Since the convention, Alpha chapter has been very busy. We opened the 
sorority year on September 19th with the annual banquet at the Hotel Roberts. 
Since then we have met on the second and fourth Tuesdays of each month. On 
the second Tuesday we have a business meeting. On the fourth Tuesday, Mrs. 
H. H. Hanna, of Indianapolis, has been giving talks to us on the “Development 
of the English Novel with Discussions of the Best Known Modern Novels.” After 
Mrs. Hanna’s talks a supper is served to our forty-eight active members by five 
or six hostesses who both prepare and serve the supper. 


Alpha has been working as four captained divisions of twelve girls, each 
for funds for the maintenance of our Day Nursery. Each division has been 
working toward a goal of $950.00, totaling in all $1,000.00. We plan to make 
$500.G0 more from our annual Charity Ball for it takes $1,500.00 for the yearly 
up-keep of our Day Nursery. 


One division sponsored “The Music Box,” an excellent revue, which netted 
us profits of $175.00. 


Another division gave a benefit card party at the Hotel Roberts. Prizes— 
these were donated—were given to the person holding the high score at each 
table. This venture brought us $40.00. 


The third division was not only courageous but successful. Courageous, be- 
cause it brought Fritz Kreisler, famous violinist, to Muncie. Successful, because 
it realized a profit of $600 00. Posters advertising this concert were placed in 
the surrounding smaller towns, and the ticket sale showed that the concert was 
exceedingly well patronized by these smaller towns. The tickets simply sold 
themselves. Three weeks before the concert only one hundred and fifty were 
left. On the night of the concert every seat was sold and one hundred persons 
sat on the stage. We were sorry for only one thing—the auditorium (the largest 
in Muncie) was too small to accommodate all of the people who wished to 
hear the concert. 


The fourth division solicited money from persons who do not attend 
dances, card parties, etc., and who, therefore, do not patronize these affairs. We 
made out a list of these people, divided the list among the twelve girls on the 
division, and presto! the result, $300.00. 


So often we hear it said that sororities have only a frivolous social program 
enshrined in their hearts. But surely it cannot be said of Alpha for we actually 
did hard labor for three days for funds for the Day Nursery. Yes, we managed 
a ready-to-wear store on March Ist, 2nd and 3rd and it wasn’t a tea party either! 


We acted as salesladies, wrote our own sales-slips, trimmed the windows, 
wrote the advertisements and also the news stories for the newspapers. We were 
down at eight o’clock every morning and our working day ended at five-thirty 
as does every saleswoman’s working day. We tried size thirty-six on a forty! 
We tried on a dress, fastened hundreds of snaps, only to find that it was on back- 
wards! It took our ad writer four hours to lay out the ad we ran in the news- 
papers! We sent out three thousand letters to representative women! We made 
posters for the down-town windows! We wrote eight feature stories for news- 
papers and it took hours to get the material and write it up! We stood on our 
feet all day exhibiting frocks! But we did it for the Day Nursery and forgot 
our tiredness in the happiness of working for that which we firmly believe is 
worthy of great effort, And we made $250.00. 
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New Home of the Muncie Day Nursery 


During Christmas week we gave a partly for our youngsters at the Day 
Nursery. There was a gaily decorated tree towering to the ceiling. Santa Claus 
himself could not be there so he sent his little son who wasn’t any bigger than 
‘some of the children! There were some Christmas stories told by a Psi Jota Xt, 
some Christmas songs by the children, plenty of ice cream, cake and candy, and 
balls for the boys and dishes for the girls. Every little face wore a big smile! 


I have been saving the biggest piece of news for the last and it has been 
very hard to keep. It’s this,—we have a new, bigger, and better home for our 
Day Nursery! The house was donated to us by Mrs. Frank C. Ball of Muncie, 
Mrs. Otis Adams of Indianapolis, and Mr. Arthur Brady of Anderson, for the 
use of the Day Nursery for five years. We sent invitations to every club belong- 
ing to the Federation, and to other civic and social organizations for our opening 
on February 8th. By actual count two hundred and five persons called between 
two and six that afternoon to inspect the house and talk over the Day Nursery 
with us over a cup of tea and sandwiches. 


We had to purchase more equipment for the new house and redecorate the 
rooms. This larger house will also mean a larger operating expense. We placed 
a box so that those who wished to might drop in silver to aid us in meeting 
these added expenses.

I was just wondering, as I groped around in my thoughts for a new 
beginning to the old “cut and dried” chapter report how long it would be 
before we will be able to “tune in” on meetings of sister chapters, through 
the wonder of the radio-phone. Phi chapter could then say to the listening 
Pi chapter, “Come on down to Huntington next Thursday, we are having a 
good dance”; or Alpha chapter, overhearing a long standing argument as to 
the advisability of a “one-cylinder” day nursery with plenty of enthusiasm, but 
not as much cash, might suggest, “Wait ten years” (as we are doing). Chapter 
letters would then be extinct. 


Cold figures must still talk, so I will create the “air waves” and let you 
‘ ree ? : 
“listen in” on our January meeting when the report for 1922 was given. 


Our principal charitable project, which is now more than a year old is 
the serving of hot lunches to school children. This was started last year in 
one of the poorer district schools of the city, at which time we purchased 
dishes and other supplies for serving. It was made possible because Alice 
Kline, one of our girls, is the home economics teacher in the high school, 
and while we paid for the food she prepared it daily, with the assistance of 
her classes. It was then delivered, usually by the girls with their cars. At 
this time there was no distinction made for malnutrition cases, lunch being 
served to all who stayed at the building, several pennies pay being accepted 
in some cases. But at this time Miss Kline and Mrs. B. E. Sayle, the school 
nurses, are establishing the hot lunch work in all of the six ward buildings, 
narrowing it down to the mal-nutrition children. This work last year only cost 
us $51.25, but with the extension it will be more than treble expense during 
the coming school semester. Another work of which we are very proud, 
because we established it in Huntington, is the purchasing of glasses for needy 
school children. We spent $71.00 for this, during 1922. 


We are the only organization affiliated with the Charity Guild and annually 
assist them with a community Christmas tree and Christmas baskets of food 
and clothing. We gave $50.00 financial assistance to them last year. Another 
Christmas work we always anticipate is a party given by Psi Otes at the county 
infirmary for the inmates. This year, in addition to the usual individual gift, 
candy, fruit and nuts, we had some violin and vocal music for them, This party 
cost us $15.00. We contributed $60.00 to the Salvation Army, $10.00 for health 
bonds, $15.00 to the Campfire Girls general fund, as well as $135.00 personal 
subscriptions to the Riley Memorial Hospital Fund.
